Placing the Subwoofer on the 
floor close to the wall or corner of a room provides maximum bass 
efficiency.

Q. W hen connected to my computer sound card, should I use the 
Windows volume control to adjust the volume of m y speakers? 
A. No. Adjust the W indows controls to about center as a starting point 
and then use the speaker controller to adjust volume control. If the 
volum e is turned too high on the sound card, it can distort the sound. 

Q. One and sometimes both ofmy speakers do notwork. 
A. Checkthe inputcable from speakerto the audio source and make 
sure that it is connected to the line -out jack, which is the un-am plified 
source. Make sure all the cables are plugged in correctly and have a 
good connection. Still not working? Then try unplugging the cable from 
the back of the com puter, and insert the stereo plug into the headphone 
jack of an alternate source (e.g., W alkm an, D is cm an or FM radio) and 
play music. If the speakers work, you may need to adjust your volume 
and balance controls in your audio source, or W indows, if connected to 
your com puter's sound card. 

Q. My speakers give off a crackling sound (or static, or other noise). 
W hat could be wrong? 

A. Check all cables and make sure that they are connected to line-outor 
audio -outjack on your sound card or other audio source, and NOT 
speaker-out. If your audio source is your computer, check the volume 
control in W indows: m ake sure that it is not set m ore than halfway. 
Setting this level too high can cause sound distortion. If this does not 
stop the noise, unplug the cable from the audio source and use an 
alternate source (e.g., Walkman, Discman orFM radio) by plugging the 
stereo cable into the headphone jack. If the noise goes away, you may 
have a problem with your audio source. 



Q. I have a low hum coming from my Subwoofer. Is this normal? 
A. Yes. The AC in your house is at 60 cycles per second, which is 
within the audio frequency ofyoursubwoofer. Some low hum is natural 
and can be detected when your speaker system is powered on without 
source audio playing, orwhen volume is setatan extremely low level. 

Q. I have a loud hum comingfrom my Subwoofer. What should I do? 
A. Move the power cord from the power surge protector (if applicable) 
and plug directly into an AC wall outlet. Move your cables and check to 
see that they are making a good connection. If you disconnect your 
stereo cable from the audio source and the loud hum goes away, then 
you may need to adjust the volume control in your audio source as you 
may be overdriving the volume settings onyourspeakersystem. If you 
are using your 621 speakers with your computer system , just click on the 
speaker icon located next to the digital clock to the low er right of your 
Windows 9X or 2 000 screen and adjust the volume. 

Q. When I putmy Subwooferon my desk my monitordistorts. Why? 
A. The Subwoofer is not magne tic ally shielded, and this can cause 
distortion if it is less than 3 feet from your m onitor. 

Q. The D IN connector from the controller has multiple pins on one end, 
and when trying to attach this cable I noticed that so m e of the pins are 
bent, so I am notable to insert the cable into Subwoofer. Whatshould 
I do? 

A. Try to gently straighten the pins with tweezers or very small pliers. If 
this does not work, then contact the Altec Lansing Consumer Support 
Department for further instructions. 



Q. Whatcan cause radio feedback? 

A. If you are living near a radio tower you could have interference 
caused by radio frequency. Try moving yourspeakers to see if the 
interference goes away; if not, you may be able to purchase a stereo 
cable from your local retailer that has a higher percentage of shielding. 

Q. Can I hook my speakers to my TV orStereo? 

A. Yes, as long as your TV or Stereo has an unamplified source which is 
line -out (check your TV or Stereo owners manual). These speakers may 
be used with any audio device thathas a stereo headphone jack. You 
may also need a cable thathas RCA jacks on one end and a 1/8 inch 
stereo connectoratthe otherend (these may be purchased atmost local 
electronics stores). 



Q. I have very little bass coming from my Subwoofer. How do I increase 
the bass output? 

A. Adjust the BASS control through your audio sound source (computer 
sound card control, CD player control, etc.).

INSTALLATION DES ENCEINTES 

Tous les sons stereo proviennentexclusivementdes haut-parleurs 
satellites. Le caisson de basses ne contient aucune inform a tion stereo et 
ne produit qu'un son non directionnel. En consequence, il n'a pas a etre 
place dans une position particuliere par rapport aux satellites. Le placer 
surle sol p res d'un m u r , dans un coin d'une piece, permetd'obtenirun 
excellent effet des graves. 

ATTENTION : Le caisson de basses ne possede pas de blindage 
a n ti-m agnetique et N E doit done PAS etre place p re s d'une installation 
video telle que television ou m oniteur d 'ordinateur. N E PAS le m ettre 
non plus p re s d'un disque dur d'ordinateur. Laisser une distance d'au 
moins 60 cm entre le caisson de basses et le disque dur d'un ordinateur 
ou tout autre appareil utilisant des encodages magnetiques. 

Les haut-parleurs satellites sont equipes d'un blindage anti-m agnetique 
et peu vent done etre situes a proxim ite d'une installation video 
(television, m oniteur d'ordinateur) sans risque de distorsion de I'im age.

source audio dans I'autre entree non utilise e (AUX INPUT). II est 
possible de mixer la sortie audio de I'ordinateur avec une autre source 
audio en utilisant le controle de volume ou I'interrupteur On / Off 
(Marche /Arret) de la seconde source audio. Voici, a titre d'illustration, 
un exem pie classique : 

Un conferencier peut desirer introduire un dialogue dans une 
presentation m ultimedia. S'il possede un m icro phone FM sans fil, la 
sortie de ce m icro phone peut etre connectee a I'en tree non utilisee de 
['621 . En consequence, lorsque le conferencier desire faire des 
rem arques, il lui suffit so it de m ettre I'interrupteur du m icro phone sur 
"parler", soitd'augmenterou de diminuerle volume du m icro phone pour 
intervenir en m ixant sa voix et le program m e audio de I'ordinateur. Cela 
peut etre fait de la m em e maniere avec n'importe quel autre appareil 
audio. 

Note : La position du microphone par rapport aux haut-parleurs est 
extremement importante. Le placer de telle sorte que les enceintes se 
trouvent entre lui et I'auditoire, ou qu'il soit derriere les haut-parleurs. S'il 
se trouve devant ces derniers, il en resultera un effet de feedback (echo 
repete).

Q. Quand je suis connecte (e) a la carte son de mon ordinateur, faut-il 
que j'utilise le controle de volume de Windows pour regler le volume de 
m es enceintes ? 

R. Non. Reglez les controles de Windows sur une position m oyenne 
pour com m encer, puis utilisez le controleur des haut-parleurs pour 
obtenir le volume desire. Un volume trop eleve sur la carte son risque de 
deform er le son. 

Q. II arrive que, de temps en temps, une ou m em e deux enceintes ne 
m archent pas. 

R. Verifiez le cable d'entree du haut-parleur venant de la source audio, 
et assurez-vous qu'il est connecte a la borne sortie en ligne, qui est la 
source non am plifiee. Verifiez bien que to us les cables sont branches 
correctementetque les contacts sontbons.Toujours rien ? Essayez 
alors de debrancher le cable de I'arriere de I'ordinateur, et in s e re z la 
fiche stereo dans la prise pour ecouteurs d'une autre source audio (par 
exemple baladeur, lecteur portable de CD ou radio FM ) et passez de la 
musique.

R. Verifiez tous les cables et assurez-vous qu'ils sont bien connectes a 
la borne sortie en ligne ou a la sortie audio de votre carte son ou autre 
source audio, et NON a la sortie haut-parleur. Si votre source audio est 
votre ordinateur, verifiez que le controle W indows n'est pas regie a plus 
de la m oitie. En le re giant trop haut, vous risque z de distordre le son. Si 
cela ne suffit pas et si les crepitements continuent, debranchez le cable 
de la source audio et utilisez une autre source (par exemple baladeur, 
lecteur portable de CD ou radio FM)en branchantce cable sur la prise 
pour ecouteurs. Si le crepitement disparait, c'est que vous devez avoir 
un problem e au niveau de votre source audio. 

Q. Qu'est-ce qui peutprovoquerl'eff etde feedback ? 
R. S i vous habitez a proxim ite d'un e tour d'e m is s ion radio, il se peut que 
celle-ci provoque des interferences. Essayez de deplacervos enceintes 
pour voir sices interferences d is para is sent. Dans le cas contra ire, vous 
devriez trouver dans un magasin d'electronique un cable stereo pourvu 
d'un fort blindage. 

Q. P uis-je b rancher mes enceintes sur ma television ou ma chaine 
stereo ? 

R. Oui, dans la mesure o u votre television ou votre chaine stereo 
dispose d'une sortie ligne non am plifiee. (a verifier sur le m anuel 
d 'instructions de ces equipements). Vos enceintes peuvent etre utilise es 
avec toute source audio dotee d'une prise stereo pour ecouteurs. II est 
egalement possible que vous ayez a vous procurer un cable disposant 
d'une fiche RCA a une extremite et d'un con necteur stereo d'un huitieme 
de pouce a I'autre (vous pourrez I'acheterdans la plu part des magasins 
d'electronique). 

Q. Je n'obtiens qu'un son t re s faible en provenance de mon caisson de 
basses. Comment augmenter les graves ? 

R. Ajustez le volume des graves (BASS) en jouant sur le controle de 
votre source audio (carte son de votre ordinateur, lecteur de CD, etc ...). 
Verifiez que tous vos cables sont branches correctement et que tous vos 
raccordem ents sont bons. 

Q. Mon caisson de basses produitun leger bourdonnement. Est-ce 
norm al ? 

R. Oui. Votre alimentation electrique se fait sous 60 periodes, et cette 
frequence se situe dans la plage de reponse de votre caisson de 
basses. Celui-ciproduira done n a tu re lie m e n t u n leger bourdonnem en t, 
qui sera audible lorsque votre system e d 'enceintes est a llu m e sans que 
votre source audio soil en m arc he ou lorsqu'elle est re glee a tres bas 
volum e. 

Q. Mon caisson de basses produit un fort bo urdonnem e nt. Que fa ire ? 
R. Si vous utilisez un pa rasurtenseur, debranchez de celui-ci votre cable 
d'alim entation et branchez-le d ire cte m ent dans la prise secteur de 
courant alternatif. Verifiez aussi que tous vos cables sont bien 
connectes. Si le bourdonnem ent disparait en deconnectant votre cable 
stereo de votre source audio, il vous faut alors ajuster le controle de 
volume de cette source audio : ilse peut, en effet, que vous depassiez 



le niveau de volume fixe survotre system e d 'enceintes. Sivous utilisez 
les enceintes 621 avec votre ordinateur, il vous suffit, pour ajuster le 
volum e, de cliquer sur Tic one "speaker" situee a la droite de I'horloge 
digitale , en bas eta droite de votre ecran Windows 9X ou 2000. 

Q. Quand je place mon caisson de basses sur mon bureau, j'observe 
une d is tors ion des images sur mon moniteur. Pourquoi ? 
R. Votre caisson de basses n'estpas equipe d'un blindage anti- 
mag nitique, ce qui peut provoquer de telles d is tors ions si le caisson est 
situe a moins de 90 centimetres (3 pieds) de votre moniteur. 

Q. Le connecteur DIN de mon controleur est equipe de plusieurs 
broches a I'une de ses extremites. Certaines d'entres elles sont 
recourbees, et je ne peux done pas les inserer dans le caisson de 
basses. Que faire ? 

R. Essayez de les redresser avec une t re s petite pince ou avec une 
pince a epiler. Si vous n'y arrivez pas, veuillez contacter le Service 
clients d'Altec Lansing, qui vous donnera d'autres instructions pour 
re s o u d re ce problem e.
